Government of India, New Delhi, 

I called upon the parties to attend in my oilice on 
2-1 1- 1973 for hearing along with relevant decuments etc. 
Since the parties failed to attend on 2-11-1973, 1 fixed the 
next date of hearing as 14-11 -1973 and I also requested the 
parties to submit their written statement in the above case 
on the said date. On 14-11-1973, the management attended 
the proceedings whereas the workman’s representative failed 
to turn up. Since the letter fixing the date as 14-11-1973 
was not received by the Union in time, another date was 
given as 26-11-1973, to which both the parties requested for 
an adjournment. The Workman's representative also requested 
for the hearing to be held at Hospet. Accordingly, arbitra- 
tion proceedings were fixed up at Hospet on 12-12-1973. 
The management’s representative attended the proceedings, 
whereas the workman’s representative failed to turn up. The 
representative of the management stated that Shri Sudan Sab 
was terminated since he could not do any work in the Mines 
due to old age and his dues were settled by them to the satis- 
faction of Budan Sab and hence there is nothing to arbitrate 
upon in this case. On verification of the facts it was found 
that Shri Budan had put in a service of 1 year and 4 months 
in the mines. The management had paid him the following 
dues as full and final settlement, which Shri Budan Sab has 
accepted on 6-7-1973.

Since the dues of 
Shn Budan Sab was found settled to his satisfaction and as 
the workman’s representative failed to turn up for the arbitra- 
tion proceedings eonscq uenli vely on 3 occasions without show- 
ing sufficient cause, T have concluded that the workman’s 
representatives are no longer interested in the arbitration pro^ 
ceedings.
